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AROUND    THE    WORLD 


GRUNEWALD,  the  famous 
"green  forest"  m  Berlin,  Ger- 
many, was  the  scene  of  a  ten-day 
bivouac  and  convention  recently 
when  800  youths  of  the  East  Ger- 
man Mission  assembled  under 
the  direction  of   the  M.I.A. 

Due  to  unprecedented  enthus- 
iasm, the  convention  had  to  be 
divided  into  two  sections,  each 
coming  at  a  different  time. 
Many  saints  from  the  Russian 
Zone  of  Occupation,  as  well  as 
Kiel  and  Hanover  Districts,  en- 
joyed making  a  temporary  home 
in  the  "tent  city." 

The  activities  were  directed  by 
the  mission  M.I.A.  leaders,  mis- 
sionaries and  Church  members 
in  Berlin,  and  included  lectures, 
sports,  folk  dances  and  various 
open  discussions.  The  Sunday 
evening  services  were  under  the 
direction  of  Mission  President 
Walter  Stover.  A  camp  news- 
paper was  even  organised  which 
published  anecdotes,  poems,  and 
other  items  of  news  submitted  by 
members  of  the  camp. 

The  gathering  was  climaxed  on 
the  last  day  by  the  circus  and 
campfire  which  was  a  howling 
success  and  sent  them  all  home 
in  a  happy  and  thankful  mood. 

AT  THE  CONCLUDING  ses- 
sion of  the  One  Hundred  and 
Twentieth  Semi-Annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  Church  held  in  the 
Tabernacle  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Elder  Delbert  L.  Stapely,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Arizona  Stake,  was 
called  and  sustained  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
Apostles.  Elder  Stapely  fills  the 
vacancy  left  in  the  Quorum 
caused  by  the  death  of  President 
George  P.  Richards.  Since  Presi- 
dent Richards  was  presiding  over 
the  Twelve  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  it  required  a  new  presi- 
dent of  the  Quorum  to  be 
selected.  In  accordance  with  the 
procedure  of  church  government, 
the  next  oldest  apostle  in  terms  of 
apostolic  service  becomes  the 
President  of  the  Twelve.  Presi- 
dent David  O.  McKay  comes  to 
this  position  by  virtue  of  his 
seniority  in  the  apostleship,  but 
since  he  is  serving  as  the  Second 
Counsellor  in  the  First  Presi- 
dency, the  next  member  of  the 
Quorum  in  line  of  ordination, 
Elder  Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  has 
been  appointed  Acting  President 
in  order  that   President  McKay 


may  fill  his  responsibilities  in  the 
First  Presidency. 

Elder  Stapely  is  the  second 
man  called  to  the  apostleship 
from  Arizona  in  recent  years,  the 
other  being  Elder  Spencer  W. 
Kimball  called  at  the  October 
conference  of  1943. 

THE  ANNUAL  general  Confer- 
ence of  the  Relief  Society  was 
held  the  latter  part  of  September 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  Educational, 
humanitarian,  and  spiritual 
activities  of  the  120,000  member 
organisation  were  greatly 
strengthened  by  the  good  coun- 
sel and  advice  of  President  David 
O.  McKay  of  the  First  Presi- 
dency. His  address  was  given  at 
the  only  general  session  of  the 
conference,  while  addresses  by 
Presiding  Bishop  Le  Grand 
Richards,  Mrs.  Belle  S.  Spafford 
and  her  counsellors  Mrs. 
Marianne  Sharp  and  Mrs.  Velma 
Simonsen  were  given  at  the 
meeting  for  board  members  and 
officers. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the 
conference  was  the  demonstra- 
tion of  sewing,  crafts  and  handi- 
work presented  in  the  Deseret 
Gymnasium. 

THOUSANDS  of  interested 
tourists  have  flocked  to  historic 
"Temple  Square"  during  the 
summer  of  1950,  to  witness  the 
beauty  that  is  there.  Almost 
every  day,  visitors  from  the 
seven  continents  of  the  world, 
viewed  the  acres  of  lawns, 
flowers,  monuments  and  build- 
ings. 

Each  evening,  lectures  have 
been  given  and  films  shown  to 
the  crowds  who  lingered  on  after 
listening  to  one  of  the  daily 
organ  recitals,  and  those  who  en- 
joyed spending  their  holiday 
evenings  in  such  worshipful  sur- 
roundings. 

Questions  about  the  Restored 
Church  and  its  Latter-day  mes- 
sage often  kept  the  guides  and 
missionaries  busy  until  after  mid- 
night. 

By  the  end  of  August,  798,149 
visitors  had  been  counted  for  the 
year  and  on  one  day  as  many  as 
9549  people  passed  through  the 
gates.  Each  of  these  people  have 
received  a  first-hand  message  of 
the  Gospel  and  now  have  a 
better  understanding  of  the 
"Mormon"  people  and  their 
religion. 
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''Greater  Love  Hoth  No  Man''

"Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that 

a  man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends. 

"Ye  are  my  friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I 
command  you."  (John  15:  13-14). 

The  Master  had  that  rare  and  priceless  quality  of  making  and  retaining 
friends.  The  quality  that  every  man  and  woman  should  cultivate  with  care, 
because  it  adds  so  much  to  one's  happiness,  increases  his  usefulness,  and  con- 
tributes to  his  growth  and  development.  Man  cannot  live  without  friends.  There 
was  a  secret  something  about  Jesus  that  drew  all  men  to  Him;  that  lifted  them 
up,  inspired  them  to  finer  endeavour,  and  gave  them  a  nobler  esteem  of  them- 
selves.   Jesus  meant  such  to  His  friends. 

All  the  qualities  that  make  friendship  deep  and  beautiful  a.-e  shown  in  ths 
Master's  love  for  His  disciples.  He  believed  in  them,  in  their  real  worth,  in  their 
hidden  possibilities.  There  is  nothing  that  stimulates  enduring  friendship  as 
effectively  as  encouraging  words  from  one  in  whom  we  have  confidence,  upon 
whose  judgment  we  reply,  whose  motives  we  never  question. 

"Henceforth  I  call  you  not  my  servants:  for  the  servant  knoweth  not  what 
his  Lord  doeth;  but  I  have  called  you  friends;  for  all  things  that  I  have  heard  of 
my  Father  I  have  made  known  unto  you."  (John  15:  15.)  •         . 

This  quotation  shows  the  sharing  of  confidence  which  is  conducive  of  the 
highest  friendship.  Here  He  elevates  His  disciples  to  a  new  relationship.  They 
are  no  longer  His  servants,  but  those  whom  He  gives  His  most  intimate  confi- 
dences. 

When  He  gathered  them  together  for  the  last  time  He  offered  prayer  in  their 
hearing,  the  spirit  of  which  was  inexpressibly  tender  and  solicitous. 

We  all  need  someone  wno  warns  us  against  evil,  who  reminds  us  when  we 
sin,  who  inspires  us  with  ideals  of  what  we  ought  to  be,  who  insists  when  we  are 
discouraged  so  that  we  can  win,  and  who  never  forsakes  us  no  matter  what  we 
do.  This  is  one  of  the  high  functions  of  real  friendship.  Blessed  is  the  man  who 
has  such  a  friend. 

The  Master  in  His  attitude  toward  His  disciples  gave  us  the  most  perfect 
example  of  this  priceless  quality. 

Although  one  denied  Him  three  times,  and  all  of  them  returned  to  their 
different  walks  of  life, — some  went  fishing — the  Master's  thoughts  and  love  were 
of  them.  On  the  shore  of  Galilee,  after  His  disciples  had  fished  all  night  with- 
out success,  He  had  prepared  a  warm  meal  for  them  and  waited  to  again 
encourage  them  in  their  great  life's  work. 

Frank  Crane  in  speaking  of  friendship,  said,  "Very  few  people  are  able  to 
resist  the  steady  sunshine  of  friendliness." 

Bruce  Barton,  speaking  of  the  Master  says,  "No  other  public  character  ever 
had  a  more  interesting  list  of  friends.    It  ran  from  the  top  of  the  social  ladder

"Where  is  the  wisdom  we    have    lost    in 

knowledge? 
Where  is  the  knowledge  we  have  lost  in 

information? 
The  cycles  of  Heaven  in  twenty  centuries 
Bring  us  farther  from  GOD  and  nearer  to 

the  Dust  .  .  . 
''The  Word  of  the  Lord    came    unto    me, 

saying: 
O  miserable  cities  of  designing  men, 
O  wretched  generation  of  enlightened  men 
Betrayed  in  the  mazes  of  your  ingenuities, 
Sold  by  the  proceeds  of  your  proper  inven- 
tions: 
"I  have  given  you  hands  which  you  turn 

from  worship, 
T    have    given    you     speech,    for    endless 

palaver  ...  (1) 
.  Man,  has  strayed  far  from  the  teachings 
of  his  Creator.  The  religious  world  of  to- 
day is  a  mass  of  jarring  conflict,  super- 
stition, incoherency,  and  misunderstand- 
ing. Man,  who  has  reached  the  heavens 
in  the  accumulation  of  knowledge,  has 
lagged  far  behind  in  the  search  for  God. 

There  are  in  the  world  today,  many  who 
profess  an  unbelief  in  the  existence  of  a 
supreme  being.  These  people  seem  to  be 
moderately  happy  in  this  conviction,  and 
are  quite  contented  in  the  belief  that  our 
existence  must  come  to  an  end  once  the 
components  which  make  up  our  physical 
bodies  have  reached  dissolution.  The  crux 
of  religion  seems  to  be  in  its  promise  that 
there  is,  after  this  life,  another  existence. 
One,  full  of  hope  and  fulfilment  to  the 
righteous,  and  another  of  regret  for  those 
who  consistently  fail  to  strive  for  advance- 
ment. But  man  so  easily  inclines  to  scep- 
ticism. "The  prospect  of  everlasting  life  is 
glorious"  says  one,  "but  a  bird  in  the  hand 
is  worth  two  in  the  bush,  and  how  can  you 
make  me  believe  in  something  so  nebulous 
as  'eternal  life'?"  This  philosophy  tends 
to  make  man  desire  to  gratify  the  desires 
of  the  flesh,  in  the  thought  that  after  death 
there  is  no  satisfaction,  or  reward  ...  or 
punishment. 

This  tendency  is  a  very  infectious 
disease,  and  if  the  conta.ftion  "is    not    de-

stroyed  it  may  inflame  a  whole  nation. 
Great  civilisations  have  succumbed  to 
moral  degeneracy,  and  as  a  consequence 
they  have  sunk  into  oblivion.  Some  symp- 
toms of  this  disease  are  the  lowering  of 
the  standards  of  rporality,  both  national 
and  personal.  Honesty  becomes  the  butt 
of  ridicule  rather  than  the  pillar  of  en- 
deavour. Sexual  standards  are  lowered, 
and  crime  becomes  rampant.  Murder  be- 
comes legalised,  and  individually  and  col- 
lectively the  spirituality  of  a  nation  be- 
comes mired  in  chaos  and  war.  Several 
cases  in  point  are  the  once  mighty  Greeks, 
the  Romans,  the  Nephites,  the  Nazis  and 
the  others  who  have  allowed  themselves  to 
forget  than  an  almighty  God  holds  the 
destiny  of  the  world  in  his  hand. 

It  is  easy  to  sit  down  and  figure  out 
reasons  why  God  does  not  exist.  Some  of 
the  greatest  intellects  (as  gauged  by 
worldly  standards)  have  been  atheists. 
Surrounded  by  their  papers,  books,  pens, 
and  calculations,  they  use  their  great 
minds  (God  given)  to  explain  away  the 
existence  of  that  being  who  gave  them 
life. 

A  professor  of  philosophy  at  Princeton 
University  made  this  amazing  statement 
only  last  year.  He  had  discovered  that  God 
does  not  exist.  "That  there  is  in  the  uni- 
verse outside  man,  no  spirituality,  no  re- 
gard for  values,  no  friend  in  the  sky."  (2) 

The  above  professor  sounds  markedly 
like  Omar  Khayyam,  a  thinker  of  even 
more  profundity  who  said: 

■'And  that  inverted  Bowl  we  call  the  Sky. 

Whereunder  crawling  coop'd  we  live  and 
die. 
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Lift  not  your  hands  to  It  for  help — for  It 
As  impotently  rolls  as  you  or  I."  (3) 
Fortunately  there  exists  in  most  of  the 
human  race,  an  instinct  of  hope  among 
even  those  who  face  the  future  blindly. 
There  are  those  who  feel  that  man  is 
destined  for  something  far  greater  than 
eternal  oblivion.  The  keynote  of  the 
future  is  HOPE!  Great  men  who  have  lived 
and  died  in  ages  when  the  fullness  of 
the  Gospel  did  not  exist  on  earth  have  felt 
that  hope  burning  within  them,  and  though 
they  rebelled  against  the  teachings  of  a 
misguided  Christianity  they  yet  clung  to 
the  promise  it  extended  to  them! 

This  statement  was  penned  in  the  early 
1800's:  "Man  should  believe  in  im- 
mortality: he  has  a  right  to  this  belief;  it 
corresponds  with  the  wants  of  his  nature, 
and  he  may  believe  in  the  promises  of  re- 
ligion. But  if  the  philosopher  tries  to  de- 
duce the  immortality  of  the  soul  from  a 
legend,  that  is  very  weak  and  inefficient. 
To  me,  the  eternal  existence  of  my  soul  is 
proved  from  my  idea  of  activity;  if  I  work 
on  incessantly  till  my  death,  nature  is 
bound  to  give  me  another  form  of  exis- 
tence when  the  present  one  can  no  longer 
sustain  my  spirit."  (4) 

We  Latter-day  Saints  are  a  blessed 
people.  We  live  in  the  full  light  of  glorious 
knowledge!  And  because  we  have  the 
"key"  of  understanding,  our  knowledge 
may  be  mixed  with  intelligence  ...  a  rare 
and  precious  compound  indeed! 


Our  desire  for  eternal  life  is  heightened 
because  our  hope  for  the  future  becomes 
merged  with  positive  conviction  that  man 
is  an  eternal  being. 

The  position  of  Latter-day  Saints  on 
immortality  is  summed  up  very  beauti- 
fully by  a  leading  scientist,  Dr.  Arthur  H. 
Compton,  who  although  not  a  Mormon  has 
an  understanding  well  worthy  of  our 
study: 

"No  cogent  reason  remains  for  supposing 
the  soul  dies  with  the  body  .  .  .  We 
(scientists)  found  strong  reasons  for  believ- 
ing that  man  is  of  extraordinary  impor- 
tance in  the  cosmic  scheme.  .  .  What  would 
we  say  is  the  most  important  thing  about 
a  noble  man?  Not  the  strength  of  his  body, 
not  the  brilliance  of  his  intellect,  but  the 
beauty  of  his  character.  It  takes  a  life- 
time to  build  the  character  of  a  noble  man. 
The  exercises  and  discipline  of  youth,  the 
struggles  and  failures  of  maturity,  the 
loneliness  and  tranquility  of  age— these 
make  the  fire  through  which  he  must  pass 
to  bring  out  the  pure  gold  of  his  soul.  Hav- 
ing been  thus  perfected,  what  shall  Nature 
do  with  him,  annihilate  him?  What 
infinite  waste!  As  long  as  there  is  in  heaven 
a  God  of  love  there  must  be  for  God's 
children  EVERLASTING  LIFE!"   (5)

to  the  bottom.  Nicodemus,  a  member  of 
the  sup:»2me  court,  had  too  big  a  stock  in 
the  social  order  to  dare  to  be  a  disciple,  but 
he  was  friendly  all  the  way  through  and 
notably  at  the  end.  Some  unknown  rich 
man,  the  owner  of  an  estate  on  the  Mount 
of  Olives,  threw  it  open  to  Jesus  gladly  as 
a  place  of  retirement  and  rest.  When  He 
needed  a  room  for  the  Last  Supper  with  his 
friends,  He  had  only  to  send  a  messenger 
ahead  to  ask  for  it.  The  request  was 
enough,  and  in  the  last  sad  hours  when  the 
hatred  of  his  enemies  had  completed  the 
work  and  his  body  hung  lifeless  from  the 
cross,  it  was  a  rich  man  named  Joseph — a 
rich  man  who  would  have  sunk  into 
oblivion  like  the  other  rich  men  of  all  the 
ages  except  for  this  one  great  act  of  friend- 
ship— who  begged  the  authorities  for  His 
body,  and  having  prepared  it  for  burial 
laid  it  in  a  private  tomb." 
What  are  the  qualities  shown  in  the  life 


of   the   Master   upon   which  friendship   is 
built?    Here  are  some  of  them: 

1.  Fidelity — that  quality  that  never 
wavers,  thai-  can  be  relied  on  in  times  of 
adversity  and  disappointment.  You  know 
that  your  life  would  be  safe  in  their  keep- 
ing. 

2.  Honesty — an  honesty  that  will  not 
compromise  an  evil  in  a  friend's  life  when 
it  is  hard  to  tell  him  the  truth.  (Mark 
8:  33.) 

3.  A  constant  eagerness  to  protect  one's 
interest  and  promote  his  welfare  in  every 
possible  way.  (Matthew  28:  20.) 

4.  A  sacrificial  devotion — The  supreme 
quality  that  leads  a  man  to  lay  down  his 
life,  if  need  be.  for  his  friends. 

The  graces  of  friendship  should  be  ex- 
hibited in  the  home.  The  warm  com- 
pelling friendship  of  the  Master  towards 
His  disciples  is  the  kind  that  calls  forth 
undying  loyalty.
